The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the reference 
to Jackson (US # 4,934,469) shows a weight sensor housing with protrusions on the 
bottom ("lower surface"), but the protrusions are disclosed as being made from a rigid 
plastic or metal (Col. 1, In. 65 to col. 2, ln.5; Col. 2, lines 55-64), not an "elastic material" 
as claimed; to modify the protrusions of Jackson to be resilient would seem to defeat 
the purpose of the disclosed protrusions since they are intended to engage a carpeted 
surface to provide a non-skid bottom surface. Also, the housing is probably made from a 
moisture resistant material (being a bathroom scale), but is obviously not intended to be 
"fluid-tight".
